inree Kinds o f Fo rest Fires. 
1 
There are three kinds of forest fires 
-—the “su rface fire," which merely ru ns 
in the leaves and grou nd litter; the 
“grou nd fire," that covers the u nder­ 
b ru sh and the dense forests, and the 
“efcown fire,” the most dangerou s and 
terrify ing of all. 
A crown fire Is u su ­ 
ally cau sed when the grou nd or su r­ 
face fire reaches the top of a ridge or 
knoll, and the increased draft carries 
the b laze u p the tru nks of the tret's 
to the tops of the “crowns.** 
It Is the 
crown fires which have made the great 
forest fires of history. Su rrou nding the 
b u rning area b y a trench from which 
everything down to the mineral soil 
■has b een removed Is the only kind of 
fire line which will stop a grou nd fire, 
and It will often stop a su rface tire. 
For su rfaee fire “whipping” or u sing 
» b ru sh b ranches or water soaked sack­ 
ing to whip the b u rning leaves at the 
edge of the fire b ack into the b u rned 
area is most effective. Sand as well as 
w a te r is valu ab le In fighting this kind 
o f fire, too. There is only one way to 
fight a crown fire— that is, b y “b ack­ 
firing”—fighting fire with fire.

Plant Life In Bo o ks. 
We have all heard of the worms that 
ilve In b ooks and do so mu ch damage, 
b u t u ntil recently ot was not known 
that b ooks also have plants 
which 
thrive inside their covers. As a French 
scientist has discovered, most b ooks 
show traces of plant 
life on 
their 
leaves and in some eases this life is 
considerab le enou gh to constitu te 
veritab le miniatu re b otanical garden 
The plant life in b ooks shows Itself in 
the form of tiny yellowish, b lack or 
reddish spots, which are so often seen 
on the pages of b oth new and old vol­ 
u mes. 
The plants are nothing more 
or less than a low form of mu shrooms 
ydileh sometimes envelope themselves 
with a protesth% covering nnd, when 
mashed b y pn ssu re of the sides of the 
b ooks, secrete the colored liqu id which 
spreads throu gh the page. 


Sensitiv e Plant# 
The sensitiveness of sonve plants has 
b een a m atter of deep stu dy b y b ot­ 
anists. Tho sensitive plant nnd all the 
mimosas, and the su ndew and others 
are so su sceptib le to distu rb ance that 
a footstep nearb y cau ses flowers nnd 
leaves to cu rl u p and droop. 
After 
the jarring has ceased theyielowly re­ 
gain their u pright positions. 
) » 
Useful Birds. 
Du cks, geese and gu ineas are as 
good ns a watchdog to give an alarm 
of approaching strangers. 
They are 
more profitab le, too, b ecau se the food 
they consu me Is converted Into salab le 
produ cts. 


Training Little Children. 
Physician* agree that infants u nder 
the ago of 0 months shou ld never b e 
played with, or needlessly handled or 
caressed, and thou gh It may b e the 
dearest delight to rock nnd coddle the 
now Infnnt, and to watch his sweet 
ways, the wise mother will place him 
comfortab ly In crib or carriage, and 
let him go to sleep b y himself, prefer­ 
ab ly in the open air. 
Bab ies treated 
In this sane, u nselfish fashion seldom 
cry except for some good reason. Self- 
control 
and 
self-reliance 
seem 
b ig 
words to apply to Infant edu cation, 
b u t these virtu es have their fou nda­ 
tion in earliest childhood. The child’s 
wonderfu l mysteriou s little personal­ 
ity mu st have time to develop Itself, 
and growth nnd strength cou ie “In 
the silence.”—Exchange.

Rat Po pulatio n. 
The United States pu b lic health serv­ 
ice estimates that the nu mb er of rats 
living u nder normal conditions In ou r 
cities equ als the hnman popu lation, b u t 
that in cou ntry districts they are rela­ 
tively three of fou r times as nu m er­ 
ou s. 
This estimate is practically the 
same as that ob tained some years ago 
in Great Britain and Ireland, Denmark, 
France nnd Germany. 
At intervals, as 
the resu lt of especially favorab le con­ 
ditions of food su pply and weather, ex­ 
traordinary increases of rats occu r 
over considerab le areas and the dam ­ 
age b y them is enormou sly Increased. 


Ho no ring French Soldier* 
Of the methods of honoring soldiers 
for distingu ished service on the field 
of b attle, the “fou rrngers” conferred 
u pon the crack regiments of France is 
one of the most original. 
It consists 
of a colored cord ending in a b rass 
tag. the name b eing derived from the 
French word for a tethering rope for 
horses. 
Every officer and man in u 
regiment rewarded for gallantry in ac­ 
tion b y the fou rrngers has the right 
to wear this cord rou nd the left shou l-» 
der. 
There are two classes of the 
distinction, one having green nnd red 
cord to correspond with the croix de 
gu erre, nnd the other b eing in green 
nnd yellow, on the lines of the rarer 
medaiile militalre.

teriou s su b-consciou s rtate of mind, 
that peace in the great world’s war 
will be definitely and finally con­ 
clu ded April 9, 19 23, at 6 :30 p. m.

then on u ntil peace is signed they 
will almost constantly he on the de­ 
fensiv e, losing grou nd steadily u ntil 
American 
manpower and 
military 
science conq u er the stu bbornly fight­ 
ing Teu tons. 
When all is ov er the allies will 
owe the United 
States 
billions 
of 
dollars loaned to them, bu t they will 
be so gratefu l that they will early 
begin to repay the debt. 
President Wilson will again hav e 
been re-elected to another term in 
the white hou se and, aided by Taft, 
Roosev elt and Jiu ghes, will hav e pu t 
throu gh congress a u niv ersal training 
law by which ev ery man abov e 18 
y ears of age, u p to 45 will hav e to 
take military training.

Accompanied by a member of his 
family the y ou ng man was on his 
way to Dr. llickling’s office when 
attacked by the nerv ou s 
disorder 
that trou bles him. 
He was promptly 
taken 
to 
Emergency hospital 
and 
giv en temporary treatment. 
F o llo w 
ing the conv u lsion he remained in 
u n u nconsciou s state for two hou rs 
du ring which, in the most beau tifu l 
langu age 
imaginable, 
lie 
talked 
wonderfu lly on su bjects presu mably 
far remov ed 
from 
thou ghts 
of 
a 
boy of that age u nder normal condi 
Dons, 
Phy sicians and nu rses, amazed at 
the langu age and predictions, stood 
at his bedside withou t asking q u es­ 
tions or prompting him in any way . 
They had nev er seen or heard of a 
similar case. 


Talks Sev eral lau igu age« 
Tlie 
patient not only made the 
prediction 
q u oted, 
going 
into 
de­ 
tails, bu t talked flu ently in German, 
Itu lian, and Latin. 
He nev er stu d­ 
ied or read any of these langu ages, 
being compelled 
to 
leav e school 
when in the eighth grade. 
On one occasion lie described Mars 
in 
detail, 
telling of its geography 
and inhabitants. 
In his war predictions .recently he 
gav e the nu mber of billions of dol­ 
lars this cou ntry will owe when peace 
is signed, what the other cou ntries 
will owe, and how mu ch will be du e 
froiu some of them to the I nited 
States for loans. 
Facts and figu res 
fell 
from 
his 
lips in startling manner, leav ing a 
weird impression u pon the minds of 
his hearers.

y ou ng Dean remembered nothing of 
what he had said, and the su bjects 
seemed to be far from his thou ghts.

Mrs. Bert Swarts of Palmy ra has 
receiv ed the following 
letter from 
her son Ha v ley , now at Camp Sheri­ 
dan, Montgomery , Ala.: 
We left Camp 
Gordon Thu rsday 
morning. It was a fine ady bu t they 
made u s keep the windows shu t eo it 
got awfu lly close inside 
with fou r 
men facing In each dou ble seat, each 
with hav ersack, gu n, etc. The sacks 
weigh from 5 0 to 90 pou nds. In ad­ 
dition we each had a barracks bag, 
bu t they went in the baggage car so 
we didn’t hav e to bother with them. 
Armed gu ards stood at each end of 
hte car so there was no possible way 
for any one to get ou t. 
The cou ntry down this way is more 
lev el. We hav e seen lots of corn In 
tassel and people are selling roasting 
ears, bu t we hav en’t had 
any thing 
like that. Saw many miles 
of old- 
fashioned rail 
fence, and hu ndreds 
of acres of cotton, most of whim is 
from a foot to 1 8 inches 
high and 
looks like a v elv et weed, and sev eral 
acres of peanu ts and water melons. 
There are more negroes the fu rth­ 
er sou th one goes, and worst of all 
are the snakes. You know Alabama 
is noted for them. Went ou t 
on 
a 
scou t y esterday , with sword In belt, 
as we alway s go, and was going thru 
some thick timber with a lieu tenant 
when we heard sometir.ng rattle and 
looking arou nd we saw a big snake, 
six feet long, crawling throu gh the 
bru sh toward u s. The lieu tenant call­ 
ed some of 
the men together 
and 


with ou r swords we soon bad 
ou r 
first battle with the Germans. 
The 
swords are sharp as razor ;, 
and 
of 
cou rse the battle was short. 
We got to Camp Sheridan at G*30 
Thu rsday night and marched abou t a 
mile to ou r part of the camp, which 
Is larger than Gordon, I think. Each 
company has a row of tents. 
The 
main street is on the sou th end, r.ex i 
in the mess hall, 
kitchen and then 
come ou r tents. It su re did look ter­ 
ribly discou raging. I was 
in a tent 
with entire 
strangers, 
bu t 
in the 
morning we got ou r own tent-* u p, 
and 
it looked a little 
more 
like 
home.
